dmonton writer and actor Timothy J. Anderson 
Bs can’t believe what's going on these days as 

controversy continues to swirl around publication 
of his book Neurotic Erotica. 

It all started in September when someone read the 
book to the plebeians over at Alberta Report. One of 
the right-wing magazine’s stenographers faxed off 
excerpts of the book to all 83 MLAs asking if they 
thought the Alberta government should spend money 
on such naughty stuff. 

The cover story suggested Anderson's poetry, 
presented out of context with the rest of the 
book and without the writer’s permission, 
breaks pornography laws and a law governing 
religious blasphemy. The article put heat on 
Community Development Minister Shirley 
McClellan, who turned the heat up on Jock Osler, 
chairman of the board at Alberta 
Foundation for the Arts. The AFA 
helped finance the book, indirect- 
ly, by giving $24,000 in lottery 
grants to The Books 
Collective, publisher of — 
Neurotic Erotica. 

Things got worse last 
weekend when Osler was 
quoted in an Edmonton 
Journal column, admitting 
he hadn't read Neurotic 
Erotica but calling it an 
“awful piece of work.” (Osler 
tells SEE he was quoted out of cor- 
text. To which Anderson responds: “Oh. My work 
taken out of context is okay but his words out of con- 
text is not?”) Naturally, Anderson is outraged. 

“Didn't we all learn, in elementary school, not to do 
a book report on a book we haven't read?” Anderson 
wonders. 

Equally disturbing is the fact Osler’s board has met 
with Alberta book publishers to discuss ways AFA 
guidelines can be rigged so as to prevent books such 
as Anderson’s from eyer again being published using 
money wrung from the pockets of problem gamblers. 

The Journal asked an important question: who 
does the AFA answer to, the minister or Alberta 
Report? Because it seemed like a good question, we 
asked Jock ourselves. 

“Our act is very clear. We report to the minister,” 

told SEE.

romise Keepers, a Christian 
Piven: movement, attracted a 
huge crowd at its recent 
Edmonton rally. According to 
press reports, feminists are out- 
raged over the group’s conserva- 

tive, gender-focused message. 

As a believer in equality 
between the sexes, I can only be 
perplexed. Why is change so diffi- 
cult for these people? 

It’s no secret that this men’s 
group is a conservative movement 
backwards. They say so them- 
selves when they say they want to 
“reclaim” their lost role as leader 
of the family and “redirect” their 
lives toward Jesus Christ. 

There is a sense of nostalgia 
associated with this movement; 
they long for something they feel 
they have lost. 

Feminist groups are understand- 

ably upset about this desire to 
return to old ways of relating to 
each other, since the movement 
explicitly desires a male-dominat- 
ed family model. Promise Keepers 
“believes the man must take charge 
of the family, lead it, be the strong 
force behind it. In so doing, the 
organization says men will serve 
the family and so it should be no 
big deal to the woman; she'll be 
led, but by a helpful, nice kind of 
leader. 

Wives have been pictured stand- 
ing by their man, saying life is bet- 
ter now because there’s order in 
the universe, the galaxies are 
revolving as they should and, 
what’s more, hubby has been 
eured of workaholism or other - 
aholisms. So the family is more 
functional. 

I can see their point. Better to 
have the guy at home for help and 
company than no one at all, even if 
he has to be the boss. 

The bottom line is, whatever 
works for you. . 

My problem isn’t with how peo- 
ple sort out their personal relation- 
ships. But I wonder why it’s so 
hard for people to change, to 
grow, to develop new ways of

But it’s also, I would argue, 
much more rewarding in the long 
run — a step forward in human 
relationships. 

Men may have felt threatened 
when they weren't the family 
chieftain any more. But there are 
men who have successfully found 
a role for themselves that doesn’t 
recall a mediaeval fiefdom. These 
men changed not by running away 
and burying themselves in their 
work or otherwise barricading 
themselves against their partners 
and families, but by moving into 
the unknown with intelligence and 
good faith. 

So why is reverting to antiquat- 
ed ways of living so appealing to 
so many people? 

Why is change so frightening 
and difficult for so many? Those 
are my questions regarding 
Promise Keepers. 

As I said, whatever works for 
you. If a “boys only” way of think- 
ing suits you, there’s not much 
anyone can-do about it.

Me, a Feminist, and 12, 000 Righteous Men

welve thousand righteous men 
Te a feminist. It sounds like 
the beginning of a bad joke, but 
it’s actually pretty serious stuff 

When I attended the Oct. 25 
Coliseum rally of Promise Keepers 
Canada with a feminist in tow 
sheesh, the looks we got! 

You could practically read the 
thoughts of these predominantly 
white, middle-class Albertan men: 
“Hey Billy Bob, that woman 
doesn’t look like no volunteer or 
nothin’, does she? And that guy 
with her, I reckon he’s come here 
to throw a feminist at the clay feet 
of our big golden Promise Keepers 
statue.” 

There was, of course, no gold 
Promise Keepers statue in sight. 
What the men-only membership of 
Promise Keepers Canada is erect- 
ing, however, is a pride-filled sym- 
bol of manhood, fundamentalism 
and a nation strong, free, and 
Godly. 

To Cindy Ogloff, a third-year 
psychology major with a minor in 
women’s studies at the University 
of Alberta, feminist and committee 
member of this year’s Take Back 
the Night rally, this rally had rami- 
fications that could best be 
described as chilling. 

“The attraction of Promise 
Keepers is very deceiving,” Ogloff 
surmised. 

“On the surface, it all looks very 
good. It was great to see men hug- 
ging and I was impressed by the 
videos they showed because there 
were black people and Asian peo- 
ple in them, but when you get right 
down to it, they’re not accepting 
these people unless they’re 


Since its foundation by Colo 
rado University’s head football 
coach Bill MeCartney in 1990, 
Promise Keepers has come under 
attack from secular media. The 
movement has been called every 
thing from homophobic to racist 
from insular to downright cult-like 
just another big pyramid scheme 
(Obviously, someone is counting a 
lot of money coming from Promise 
Keepers. Last year, Promise 
Keepers made some $87 million in 
the United States.) 

Many good Christians argue that 
secular media doesn’t understand 
the full scope of what Promise 
Keepers is about. While the news 
media has accused the organiza 
tion of preaching dominance over 
women, one of the rally’s speakers 
himself —- author Steve Mastersor 
— suggested the opposite. “We 
don’t dominate our wives, we 
serve our wives,” he said. 

To prove the point, Masterson 
brought his wife on stage and, in 
front of 10,000 male jaws drop- 
ping, knelt and washed his wife’s 
feet. 

Ogloff could have barfed. “That 
whole servant thing really both- 
ered me,” she said later. “I don't 
want a man to be my servant. Do 
you think I'd respect someone if he 
was my servant? It would turn into 
resentment after a while.” 

The symbol of Masterson wash 
ing his wife’s feet has biblical sig- 
nificance in the sense that Jesus 
Christ himself came to serve the 
human race and illustrated such a 
notion by kneeling down and 
washing the feet of his disciples. 

The general philosophy of the 
Promise Keepers is, according to 
its Seven-Promises-of-a-Promise- 


Keeper list, simple 

A Promise Keeper is a man com- 
mitted to serving and honoring 
Jesus Christ through worship, 
prayer and obedience to God's 
word in the power of the Holy 
Spirit 

Apparently, the Holy Spirit’s 
been pretty busy lately. And vocal 
According to a slick and undoubt 
edly expensive video played dur- 
ing the rally, God himself has posi 
tioned Promise Keepers to lead the 
movement to restoring our 
Canadian Christian heritage. That 
means restoring the family unit 
and making better communities. 

What Ogloff saw was a very 
scary movement of 12,000 men 
being taken for a ride 

After a particularly moving 
speech by former Canadian 
Football League star Brian Warren 
(now a pastor), another speaker 
took the stage to explain that 
Promise Keepers Canada needs 
your help to secure the organiza- 
tion’s financial foundation. Oh, 
and there were books and video 
tapes and T-shirts you could buy, 


, too, 


“I was disgusted,” said Ogloff. 
“But I was also sort of in awe of 
how blatantly obvious it was that 
this is just about money. [ thought, 
‘How can these men not know 
they're being manipulated?’ ” 

Promise Keepers stresses it is 
not a membership-driven organiza- 
tion and requires no dues. Maybe 
organizers here just didn’t know 
about that at this particular rally, 
where it was announced that 
Promise Keepers Canada needed 
1,000 new members and it was real 
easy to join, because you could 
just make a direct deposit.

ann Arden, your mother wears army boots. Jann Arden, 
diene could kick your butt in a thumb-wrestling match. Oh, 
forget it. Say anything or do anything to Calgary’s biggest 
musical star and it slips off like Teflon. Nothing bothers her. She 
readily admits she’s having her record company A&M audited. 
She’s been told it hasn't recouped all the costs on her last 
record Living Under June, despite selling well over one million 
copies. Still, Arden has nothing but praise for the company. 
“You know, it’s not them so much, it’s just a huge corpora- 
tion. And at Polygram, I’m probably one of 7,500 artists they 
have there.” 


And despite the fact she’s been under a microscope since that 
record’s hit single Insensitive sparked a meteoric rise to world- 
wide stardom, Arden says she’s never been burned by the media 
or the public — never been taken out of context or hounded or 
stalked whenever she goes out in public. 

“I'm not approached very often,” the singer/songwriter said 
recently. “If (people) do (approach me), they'll either say ‘hello,’ 
or ‘I think that’s that chick.” 

No, Arden’s not your regular star. She’ll go from talking 
about her mother on national television or on stage to signing 
grapefruits for awestruck fans in supermarkets to strolling

round Calgary or the grounds of the Edmonton Folk Festival.

Bob Snider is Canada’s favorite busker

anada’s most popular busker, 

Ci likable Bob Snider, plays 

Edmonton for the third time at 

the City Media Club (6005-103 St.) 
Thursday, Nov. 6. 

Born and raised in Toronto, 
Snider moved to Nova Scotia in 
the early ’70s. It was his return to 
Toronto in 1986 that started him 
on his musical career. An acoustic 
guitar-slinging, grainy-voiced 
folksinging busker who charmed 
all with his sometimes humorous, 
sometimes heartfelt, always clever 
lyrics, Snider was “discovered” by 
local musicians who immediately 
began having him to open gigs for 
them and recording his songs. 

Snider still maintains takin’ it to 
the streets is a perfect vehicle for 
honing one’s songwriting skills. 
“You know, you can’t beat busk- 
ing for writing, as far as I'm con- 
cerned .. . It’s nice to sit and 
play in your room where it’s 
warm, but what really you can’t 
beat (the street) for is running 
over your material. There is no 
way I'd sit in my room all day 
and run over my material, but on 
the street you do it naturally. 

“For me, at

chance because 
everything was 
covered, 
more or less, 
on the material 
plane, money-wise. I sold my piece 
of property to my ex, so I had a lit- 
tle stake. I came (to Toronto) and 
rented myself a little room. I had 
to come up with $25 a day. What I 
discovered was, | was making 
about five dollars an hour. So I 
was busking about eight hours a 
day, six days a week, just for pure 
fun. So I had money leftover at the 
énd of the week.” 

It was the musical community 
that brought Snider into the fold; 
the street musician was not active- 
ly seeking entry to the business of 
management, publishing and 
recording deals. 

“IT love to write, I love to per- 
form, everything else is out of my 
realm,” maintains Snider. “I don’t 
know anything about it, I never 
expressed any interest in it, to 
myself or others. It’s ‘another 
world.” 

With a little help from his 
friends, Snider released the inde- 
pendent EP Live at Free Times 
Café. in 1989. In 1991 Bobby 
Wiseman produced a full-length 
CD for Snider called You. More 
and more people were getting 
turned on to Snider's down-home 
brand of folk/blues/country/roots 
























rock. These indie releases gave us 
engaging lyrics such as: “if being 
able to sing the blues is a gift, next 
time ['d rather have a toaster” and 
“our love is like a telephone pole: 
under tension and in a hole.” 

In the spring of 1995, Snider put 
out Caterwaul and Doggerel, his 
first album for EMI. This one had 
wry songs like They Oughtta 
Bottle Friday Night (and can 
Monday morning) and Darn 
Folksinger. Now Snider is out 
touring behind Words And 
Pictures, his release of a few 
months ago. 

“This is the best record Bob’s 
ever done,” enthuses Howard 
Druckman, Snider's manager for- 
close to five years. “It was record- 
ed live with a five-piece band, plus 
guests, over the course of two 
days in the

Snider concurs with Druckman’s 
assessment of the new album. “I 
love it! I felt good, David Baxter 
put so much work into it and the 
musicians were all so good; so I 
felt right on.” 

Thursday, we can look forward 
to Snider playing a mix of old 
favorites and new material. His 
attitude is reflected in all his 
songs; Snider is a happy, simple 
man who is, as Druckman puts it, 
“smart and funny . . . everybody 
likes Bob.” Snider’s sentiment res- 
onates these thoughts: “Ever since 
I started this songwriting business, 
I've met with nothing but encour- 
agement and gratification on every 
level. I could retire today and be 


perfectly happy.”

Once we all grasp 
how much we really do suck, we'll 
all be a lot happier. 

_Althiough not as scream-out-loud 
hillarious as I originally thought it 
would be, You’re Not As Good... 
is still an amusing swipe at the 
entire personal-power, motivation- 
al and self-help industry. With 
chapters on such topics as 
“Chicken Coops for the Soul,” 
“Squashing Your Spiritual Self” 
and “Understanding the 
Win/Whine Paradigm,” Gudgeon 
takes us step-by step through the 
restoration of healthy anxiety, lazi- 
ness, procrastination and buck- 
passing. 

For the average self-help con- 
sumer (that is to say the great 
mass of cretins who need their 
hands held every step of the w

to “self” discovery) there are many 
helpful exercises; the 
“Rediscovering Your Inner Child” 
checklist, for example, begins by 
instructing the seeker to “steal 
twenty dollars from your elderly 
mother’s purse,” then proceed to 
play with matches and “accidental- 
ly burn down your house.” 

A clever little satire, especially

Fos tut Metra ims to run at Citadel

idmonton’s home of alternative 
cinema found itself homeless 
this month. 

Public Works Canada has had 
plans in place to close down and 
gut the Colin Low Theatre, located 
in Canada Place on Jasper Avenue. 
For some reason, however, no one 
at Public Works bothered to tell 
anyone at the Metro Cinema 
Society, which has been screening 
alternative and limited-budget 
films in the theatre for almost a 
decade. 

“It only came up when we 
phoned them to renew the lease,” 
said Bill Evans, Metro’s program- 
mer. “They gave us less than a 
month’s notice.” Whereas the law 
requires a landlord to give three 
months notice of eviction to a ten- 
ant. 

“We could have pushed the issue 
if we wanted to,” said Metro presi- 
dent Russell Mulvey, but “luckily, 
we found a new space.” 

That new space is Ziedler Hall in 
the Citadel Theatre, which was the 
home of the National Film Theatre 
(Metro’s previous incarnation) 
from 1977-1985. 

It was the second time this year 
the Metro found itself turfed from 
long-term digs. The first occurred 
when the organization was forced 
to move its offices from the 
McLeod Building when that build- 
ing was sold by the city earlier this 
year. 





Metro Cinema programmer Bill Evans says luck had 
something to do with finding a new home te screen films. 


“When we moved (the Metro 
offices) into the sixth floor of the 
(Stanley Milner branch of the) 
public library, our rent went from 
one dollar a year in the McLeod to 
$75 a month,” Evans said. 

Both Mulvey and Evans estimate 
that both moves have increased 
Metro’s overhead by “three or four 
fold.” Adding to their financial woe 
is the fact the Citadel — being an 
IATSE union house — will require 
union projectionists earning union 
wages, costing about $25 an hour. 
At Colin Low Theatre, Metro 
screenings have been run by way 
of able volunteers. 


“We are currently working on an 
agreement with the union to make 
an exception since we are a not- 
for-profit society.” 

The agreement between Metro 
Cinema and the Citadel will last 
until April of next year when that 
lease runs out. “We've also had the 
Edmonton Art Gallery show a lot 
of interest in housing Metro 
(screenings),” Mulvey said. 

“But,” Evans added, “they 
became very enthused with that 
offer when they found out about 
the Citadel deal.”

Most 
recently, according to an 
article on the Wired News 
Service, Mattel has 
swooped down on an 
Internet site called The

Run by Mark Napier, the 
website came under 
fire two weeks ago 


when Mattel 
informed 
Napier his 


Internet site 
infringed on 
Mattel’s copy- 
right. 

The 
gi te 
itself is 
now gut- 
ted of images of 
Barbie but, Mattel still insists what 
remains of Napier’s postings 
remains as violation of copyright. 

The site was set up to spark dis- 
eussion about Barbie. Mattel’s doll 
has béen a childhood toy for gen- 
erations of women and Napier felt 
Barbie is a cultural icon worthy of 
discussion. That discussion 
includes a lot of “what if” scenar- 
ios, like what if Barbie were fat 
and ugly or what if Barbie's intelli- 
gence were lacking? 

So the site included an area dis- 
playing photoshopped images of 
Barbie which portrayed the doll 
under precisely those circum- 
Stances: one was called Fat and 
Ugly Barbie. Another was called 
Mentally Challenged Barbie. 


~~——Mattel’s lawyers find the public 


discussion of the doll distasteful. 
The company also managed to 



















track down Christian Cumlish, edi- 
tor of the online Zine Enterzone 
Cumlish posted an earlier version 
of Napier’s site which Mattel took 
offence to. Cumlish is speaking 
with his lawyers. Mattel’s lawyers, 
according to the Wired article, fol- 
low company policy “of not talking 
to the press about Internet-related 
issues.” 

The company also filed suit 
against a Spokane couple last year 
forcing them to close down their

with the Internet. Hollywood 
swept down on Batman Internet 
sites like cops on crack houses 
prior to releasing Batman III this 
summer. 

Fans, like you and me, are being 
punished by industry. It’s more evi- 
dence that copyright and free 
speech issues muddy any discus- 
sion of the Internet. Some settle- 
ments need to be made to address 
copyright holders and members of 
the public who wish to explore 
contemporary culture.
